HOMELY MEAT DISHES 


Tlie coarser cuts of meat which sell 


for five cents and more a pound 


cheaper than the steaks 
and roasts, have more of 
the extractives w h i c h 
give the flavor to meat, 
and if they are 
well 


cooked are tender and 
appetizing. 


Brown Stew. — T a k e 


four pounds or less of 
the 
shoulder, neck 01 


part of the leg of beef, 
cut in inch-sized pieces 


and brown one-half of the meat in a 
little hot fat, stirring until all are well 
browned, season well, then add the 
uncooked meat and enough water to 
simmer, adding a very little water 
from time to time; an hour before 
serving add potatoes and one chopped 
onion, dredge with a little flour, add 
more seasonings and continue to sim- 
mer until the vegetables nre tender. 
Carrots, cabbage, peas and other veg- 
etables may be added if desired. Serve 
on a platter with the meat in the cen- 
ter, 
potatoes around the meat and a 


thickened gravy poured over all. 


Broiled Hamburger. — T a k e two 


pounds of round steak, chop fine, add 
one-quarter of a teaspoonful of pep- 
per, 
1% teaspoonfuls of salt, one 


small onion finely chopped and a pinch 
of powdered cloves. 
Mix well and 


make into a large flat cake. 
Place 


on a well-greased broiler and turn 
every eight counts until it is well 
seared, then cook slowly until as well 
cooked as desired. 


Scotch Stew.—Take three to four 


pounds of mutton from the fore quar 
ters, one onion, one turnip, one carrot, 
one-half cupful of barley, two stalks 
of celery, one tablespoonful of flour 
and salt and pepper to taste. 
Soak 


the barley overnight, cut the meat In 
small pieces, put into the kettle with 
the barley, add t-vo cupfuls of boiling 
water and simmer until the meat is 
tender. Chop the vegetables and cook 
them five minutes in a little fat, then 
add to the meat and finish cooking. 


Barret Potatoes.—Peel the number 


of potatoes to be serted. 
One-half 


hour before the roast is done roll the 
potatoes in the fat in the pan so that 
they nre well covered with fat, then 
cook tintil soft, on a top burner. Serve 
around the roast.

REVERSE

Momentous events and developments 


marked the year 1922, both at home 
and abroad. In America these includ- 
ed the great strikes of coal miners and 
railroad shopmen; the passage by con- 
gress of a new tariff bill, and the gen- 
eral defeat of the Republican party in 
the November elections. 
Among the 


most 
noteworthy 
events 
elsewhere 


were the establishment of the Irish 
Free State; the election of a new 
pope; the rout of the Greeks in Asia 
Minor and the regeneration of the 
Turkish state, followed by the Near 
East peace conference at Lausanne; 
the downfall of Prime Minister Lloyd 
George, and the triumph of the Fas- 
cisti in Italy. 


Although the people of the United 


States enjoyed a fair amount of pros- 
perity throughout the year, they were 
•discontented 
and 
dissatisfied, 
and 


showed it when they went to the polls 
in November. 
Seemingly they did not 


like' the new tariff law, and the big 


'.«'ii 
had succeeded Lloyd George as prime' 
minister. 
Then, at a conference of 


the allied premiers in London, Bonar 
Law gave the French to understand 
that, though Britain could not approve I 
of military measures against Germany,' 
she would not actively oppose them if' 
the Germans defaulted in the repara- 
tions payments due in January. The 
conference adjourned to meet In Paris 
on January 2 and Premier Poincare 
intimated that he might be satisfied 
with milder, measures. 
About this 


time it was stated in Washington-that 
the United States was looking for a 
way to help out Europe without en- 
tangling herself in alliances, but noth- 
ing definite was suggested and Eu- 
rope was skeptical. 


On April 10 an economic and finan- 


cial conference, called by the allied su- 
preme council, opened in Genoa. Ger- 
many and Russia were invited to par- 
ticipate, under certain restrictions, but 
soon after the sessions began the dele- 
gates of those two nations concluded 
a treaty canceling their war debts a*hd 
the treaty of Brest-Litovsk and estab- 
lishing full diplomatic relations. Sur- 
prised and angered, the great powers, 
despite the protests of the neutrals, 
barred the Germans from further par- 
ticipation in the discussion of Russian 
affairs, which was the most important 
subject before the conference 
then. 


The allied nations offered to give finan- 
cial aid to Russia under certain condi- 
tions, but Belgium refssed to agree to 
this and a day or two later the French 
withdrew their assent, charging that 
Lloyd George was practicing trickery 
to gain control of the Russian oil 
fields. Meanwhile the soviet delegates 
were making such excessive demands 
that the uselessness of further negotia- 
tions became evident and the confer- 
ence adjourned after adopting an eight 
months' truce with Russia.

INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 


January found the great powers still 


engaged in formulating treaties and 
agreements in the Washington confer- 
ence on armaments and Pacific ocean

gates, in plenary session, adopted the 
l!i]ul .mil nav:l] forc.-s in the Near East 


the summer in secretly preparing for a 
great offensive against the Greeks in 
Anatolia. 
They opened the attack on 


August 23 and took the enemy com- 
pletely by surprise. Within one week 
the Greek armies had been routed 
and driven back to Smyrna and other 
coast positions and Athens was asking 
for an armistice and agreeing to get 
out of Asia Minor. Kemal occupied 
Smyrna on September 9 and five days 
later a large part of the city was de- 
stroyed by flames. At first the Turk- 
ish troops were blamed for this, but la- 
ter developments indicated the confla- 
gration was started by the fleeing 
Greeks and by looters. Great Britain, 
which had been sponsor for the Greek 
venture in Asia Minor, was alarmed 
bv the expressed intention of the na- 
tionalists to take possession of Constan- 
tinople and the rest of the old Turk- 
ish empire, and she called on her do- 
minions and France, Italy, Serbia, Ru- 
mania and Greece to join her in the 
defense of the Dardanelles. France, 
which had been giving aid and comfort 
to the Turks, and Italy objected to 
military operations against the Kemal- 
ists. and some of the British domin- 
ions were noticeably cool. However, 


hurried reinforcements to her 


•five-power naval limitation treaty with 
-an agreement on Pacific fortifications; 
passed resolutions declaring the open 
door in China, and approved a treaty 
for the restriction of the use of poison 
gas and submarines in warfare. At 
the same time. Mr. Balfour announced 
that Great Britain would restore Wei- 
Hai-Wei to China. Three days later 
the conference approved a number of 
treaties designed to restore to China 
some of her "lost liberties and passed 
a resolution for the creation of an in- 
ternational commission to revise the 
rules of warfare. 
On February G the 


delegates signed all the treaties and 
the conference adjourned sine die, and 
In four days President Harding sub- 
mitted the treaties to the senate. 


By the end of March the senate had 


ratified all these treaties, as well as 
one with Japan, by which the Iron- ^ 
blesome question of American rights i 
on the island of Tap was settled. Great 
Britain and Japan also, in the course 
of time, ratified the conference pacts, 
and. like the United States, took steps 
toward putting into effect the terms 
of the treaty on naval limitation. But 
France, more interested in her own 
troubles connected with the German 
reparations and with the developments 
in the Near East, delayed action, and 
her example was followed by several 
smaller nations. Thus the full effect 
of some of the treaties was lost for the 
time being. 


Rehabilitation of Europe, economic 


and financial, was the great problem 
that confronted the world and, of 
course, its solutiqn depended to a con- 
siderable extent on a settlement of the 
German reparations matter. This had 
not been reached when the year came 
to a close. The allied commission, an 
International bankers' committee and 
various individuals struggled with the 
question 
throughout 
the 
twelve 


months, but it would be tedious to tell 
In detail nf their efforts. The Germans 
steadily maintained that complete en- 
forcement of the treaty of Versailles 
would ruin Germany and be disastrous 
for the rest of Europe, although Doc- 
tor Wirth, the chancellor, held that 
Germany must and would ultimately 
pay Hie reparations bill. Berlin insist- 
ed that a long moratorium ho granted 
on all the payments and that an inter- 
national loan to Germany be arranged. 
France, depending on the reparations 
money for reconstruction and continu- 
ally on the verge of bankruptcy, would 
npt listen to propositions for the. re- 
duction of the war bill, and from time 
to time made preparations to put into 
effect sanctions against Germany, such 
as occupying the Ruhr district and the 
national forests in the Rhine-land. Al- 
ways Great Britain objected to tills un- 
til late in the year, when Bonar Law

that s'li- would act alone if necessary. 
The allies on September 23 invited 
the nalionali.-i-. to :> pe u-e conference, 
agreeing to r--ir.rn to them Constanti- 
nople.

Minis!r-r Grew and Admiral Bris- 
tol to guard the interests of America 
and Americans, these being especially 
in connection with the oil fields of 
Mosul. 
The conference had to deal 


with the frontiers of the Turkish, state, 
noth in Europe and in Mesopotamia, 
where the oil fields are located, and 
with the control of the straits and the 
safeguarding of the Christian minori- 
ties in Turkey. By the middle of De- 
cember the conferees were well on the 
way to agreement, Turkey had prom- 
ised to join the League of Nations as 
soon as peace was signed, and the 
treaty was in process of being drafted. 


On May 15 the conference to settle 


the old Tacna-Arica dispute between 
Chile and Peru opened in Washington, 
and in due lime came to a successful 
conclusion, 
adopting 
a compromise 


plan suggested by Secretary Hughes. 
Colombia and Venezuela settled their 
boundary dispute on April 9. Esthonia, 
Latvia, Lithuania and Albania were 
recognized by the United States as sov- 
ereign states on July 27. 


FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


With Michael Collins as its head, 


the provisional government of the Irish 
Free State was established in Janu- 
ary, 
after Dail Kin-ants had accepted 


the" treaty with England and De Valera 
had refused to accede.

the year until October 19. On that day 
the conservatives in parliament deci'1- 
ed to abandon the coalition and act in 
future as a separate party. 
The pre- 


mier was thus deprived of his majority 
and promptly resigned, with his cabi- 
net. A. Bonar Law, chosen leader of 
the 
conservatives, 
succeeded him, 


formed a new ministry and called an 
election for November 15. 
At the 


poils he won control of parliament. 
The laborites made great gains and be- 
came the "opposition party." 


Under the leadership of Benito Mus- 


solini, the Fascist! of Italy, organized 
primarily 
to 
protect 
the 
country 


against the communists, fought a long 
and successful battle. 
Gaining stead- 


ily in strength, notably by the acces- 
sion of many thousands of working 
men, 
they saved the industries of Italy 


from the Reds, and finally, dissatisfied 
with the weak policies of Premier Fac- 
ta, compelled his resignation on Octo- 
ber 26. Mussolini was made premier 
and at once set to work to restore the 
prosperity of the country. 
The king 


and chamber of deputies gave him full 
power to put into effect his contem- 
plated reforms and economic meas- 
ures, and as he had the support of 
most of the people, the prospects for 
Italy were bright. 


Greece's disaster in Asia Minor re- 


sulted in the second abdication of 
King Constantine on September 26, in 
the face of a revolt by the returning 
troops. 
Next day the crown prince. 


George, was sworn in as king and a 
new government installed. The revo- 
lutionists in control caused the arrest 
of various former cabinet otficers and 
generals on the charge of high treason 
m connection with the debacle in Ana- 
tolia, and six of them, including three 
former premiers, were condemned to 
death. 
Great Britain tried vainly to 


prevent the execution and then broke 
oft" relations with Greece, probably glad 
to get rid of an embarrassing alliance. 
Prince Andrew, uncle of the king, also 
was tried and condemned, but escaped 
vtith exile. 


M. Briand resigned as premier of 


France on January 12 because his pol- 
icies at the Cannes conference were 
opposed. 
He was succeeded by M. 


Poincare, whose policies included strict

Pope Benedict XV died on January

LABOR AND INDUSTRIAL 


Bulking large in the affairs of Amer- 


ica were the two big strikes, of the 
railway shopmen ami the coal miners. 
iu effect At the same time, they seri- 
ously threatened the national well- 
being by disrupting traffic and causing 
a country-wide shortage of fuel. 


Unable to reach an agreement with 


the mine operators on the wage scale, 
tlie miners, both anthracite and bitu- 
minous, went on strike April 1. 
In 


June and July President Harding con- 
ferred with representatives 
of both 


sides, and proposed that the men re- 
turn to work at the old wages and that 
the new scale be arbitrated. His plan 
being rejected, he told the operators 
to •• -open their mines under protection, 
of federal troops and the flag. In only 
a few cases was this done. 
There 


were numerous local conflicts and some 
killings, and the price of coal threat- 
ened to become extortionate. 
To pre- 


vent 
profiteering 
the 
government 


adopted a plan for the supervision of 
production and distribution of coal on 
July 24. Operators and miners of the 
bituminous fields met at Cincinnati and 
on August 15 signed an agreement 
ending the strike, the men winning vir- 
tually all their demands. 
A similar 


settlement of the anthracite strike was 
made on September 2. It was admit- 
ted that the root of the trouble had not 
been reached and that another strike 
in the spring of 1923 was almost a cer- 
tainty. Since there was still a great 
shortage of coal, Conrad E. Spens was 
appointed federal fuel director on Sep- 
tember 22. 


The railway strike followed an order 


of the federal railway labor board, Is- 
sued June 6, reducing the wages of the 
shopmen 
about $60,000,000 
a year. 


Other rail employees had their pay cut 
proportionately, but the shopmen were 
chosen to make the fight. They Quit 
work on July 1, and two days later 
were "outlawed" by the board. 
On 


July 14 they were reinforced by the 
stationary engineers, firemen and oil- 
ers. 
From the beginning the adminis- 


tration strove to bring about a settle- 
ment, but both sides were stubborn, 
the restoration of seniority rights be- 
ing the main stumbling block. Presi- 
dent 
Hardfcig warned the strikers 


against interference with mails or in- 
terstate tiansportation, and the agen- 
cies of the government were active In 
enforcing his orders. 
Finding they 


could not tie up traffic, the strikers in 
many regions resorted to extreme vio- 
lence, and even to murder. In the Far 
West some of the Brotherhood of 
Trainmen members co-operated with 
them until called off by their chiefs. 
Several trains loaded with passengers 
were abandoned in the deserts. Final- 
ly the government struck a vital blow 
at the strike. Attorney General Daugh- 
erty, on September 1, obtained from 
Judge Wilterson in Chicago a sweep- 
ing order restraining the shop crafts 
from interfering in any way with the 
operation of the railways. Two weeks 
later the strlUs was broken 
when 


many railroads 
negotiated 
separate 


agreements with the shopmen. 


DISASTERS

tions exploded in Monastir, Serbia, 
killing hundreds and destroying the 
center of the city. On May 19 the P. 
•& O. liner Egypt was sunk in collision, 
98 lives being lost; and on June 4 07 
perished when a Paraguayan excur- 
sion steamer blew up. New York city 
had one of the worst storms of recent 
years on June 11, about HO persons 
being killed. Forty lives were lost in 
the wreck of a pilgrims' train near 
Lourdes, France, on August 1; f>0,000 
Chinese perished in a typhoon at Svva- 
tow August 2; 37 were killed in a rail- 
way wreck at Sulphur Springs, Mo., on 
Aug. 5. Great forest tires in Minne 
sota in August destroyed several small 
towns. 
The Japanese cruiser Nitnka 


went down during a typhoon August 
26, with a loss of 300 lives, and three 
days later 316 perished when a Chilean 
ship sank near Coquimbo. On August 
28, 48 men were entombed in a burn- 
ing gold mine shaft at Jackson, f'al., 
and 22 days later all were found dead. 
Falconara fort, Italy, was destroyed on 
September 28 by exploding ammunition 
stores, 174 soldiers being killed. 
On 


November 6 a gas explosion in a mint- 
near Spangler, Pa., killed 80 miners, 
and on November 22 a dust explosion 
in a mine near Birmingham, Ala., killed 
84. 


On December 8 a conflagration de- 


stroyed the tvnter and much of the 
residence section of Astoria, Ore., the 
loss being Slfi.OOO.OOO.

nature's laboratory, working for ages 
and ages, to make the coal which we 
now use so generously to run our mills, 
and railroads, to heat our dwellings 
and drive our ships. By the exercise 
of care and foresight the farmer caa 
assure himself of a supply of wood, 
but when the supply of coal is gone' 
It will be gone forever. 


Easier to Use Coal. 


The large amount of labor required 


In preparing firewood for the stove 
has kept many farmers from using, 
wood for fuel. 
It has been much 


easier to drive in to the nearest coal' 
dealer and draw home a few tons of 
fuel already prepared for the stove. 
This winter, with coal touching top' 
prices, the coal dealers are finding it 
difficult to obtain a supply sufficient 
for all their customers. Some of these1 
customers must use coal, for the rea- 
son that wood is even harder for them, 
to get; but the farmer with a wood, 
lot is not in this class, and he will find 
it profitable to see how far modern, 
machinery can replace the expensive 
hand labor in filling the shed with 
home-grown fuel. 


A gasoline engine is a convenient 


farm-power unit. This machine will 
furnish the energy for operating the 
wood-sawing machines and will earn 
its original price long before it has; 
been worn out. 
The greater the' 


length in which the wood can be cut) 
and handled the less will be the cost 
of getting up the fuel supply. 
A 


power saw will make a cut much more 
quickly and economically than a man 
can make it with an ax. If a good 
skidway is built so that heavy poles 
and logs can be rolled up to the table 
of the saw, It will save a good many 
minutes with a man-operated crosscut 
saw or the slower ax. When the wood 
is being cut for the market it Is usu- 
ally cut into four-foot lengths, but 
such lengths are not necessary when 
the object is to get a supply of split 
wood for 
the 
farm 
kitchen 
and 


"chunks" for the big stove or furnace. 


There is always an element of dan-i 


ger about a saw table that cannot be1 
entirely eliminated by any safety de- 
vices yet on the market. The careful 
farmer will have these devices put on 
his .saw, but he w ill take the addi- 
tional piecaution of keeping his hands' 
and loo^e pieces of wood away froinj 
the mot ins: saw blade.
